Wisconsin 3-Year-Old a Sensational Champion 


By M. S. PRESCOTT 


combined, Holsteins put up what was in many 

respects the best show of the year to date, and 
were a well deserved center of interest at this great 
“Farmers’ Show.” Entries listed totalled 286 from seven- 
ty exhibitors. There were 243 head actually in the ring 
in the open classes, and 35 exhibitors from six states 
were successful in getting inside the money. Ten monies 
are offered in each class, but in many of the classes there 
were many more deserving animals than there were 
prizes. Fair managements or the National Association 
preferably the latter, perhaps, would do well to work out 
some form of recognition for these good animals that 
fail to get inside the money. There were about a dozen 
full strings battiing for honors, in addition to the many 
smaller entries from individual owners and for the State 
Herd contest. Hargrove & Arnold was Priemier exhibitor 
but no announcement of Premier breeder has as yet been 
made. An interesting feature of this show was that in 
the milking classes animals producing 50% or more above 
A. R. requirements drew 50% additional prize money. 
Billiwhack Ranch of California shared the honors with 
Hargrove & Arnold for the important prizes, each taking 
five blues and two reds, and each having a championship 
winner. Forum Holstein Farm of Iowa was another real 
contender all through the show, entirely on animals of 
their own breeding. While they broke through to but 
a single first prize, they placed second six times, for as 
high a total of firsts and seconds as any exhibitor in the 
show. Paul Stewart of Iowa had two firsts in groups and 
placed in the money a total of fifteen times. J. D. Mc- 
Donald of Wisconsin won as many ribbons as anyone in 
the show, sixteen, which total was tied by Forum Farm and 
Hargrove & Arnold. McDonald had one blue, as did F. E. 
Murphy Company of Minnesota, who also had the junior 
champion male, Iowa State Board of Control, and Holly- 
hock Farm of Wisconsin, who sent over just a few head 
with the State Herd. The Halback-Baird-Garvens-Swartz 
syndicate accounted for two blues, with their sensational 
three-year-old bull that went through to an easy Grand 
Championship and who later with his full brother took 
first as Produce of Dam. The quality of the show and 
the keenness of the competition . is proven by the fact 
that some mighty good strings such as Dr. Graham’s, 
R. V. Rasmussen’s, Rock River Farms’, Carl Rudolph’s and 
others, failed to break through for a single first prize. 
They were very material factors in the show, nevertheless. 
Prof. Kildee placed the ribbons and his careful, pains- 
taking work met with very general approbation and agree- 
ment from the large gailery of Holstein partisans who fol- 
lowed the judging through the two days. 


The Bull Classes 


, The aged bull class of ten was rather a mixed lot. The

son that has been a grand champion before at good shows. 
King Pietertje Jewel Korndyke, the famous K. P. O. P. 
son formerly heading the Pinery Farms herd in Ohio, made 
his first appearance of the year with his new owners, 
Hargrove & Arnold, who have just repurchased him from 
son that has been a grand champion before at good shows. 
the Ralph King Estate. If this bull had been better fitted 
we think he might have gone to the head of this class. 
The Murphy bull, Minnehaha Sir Pietertje Ormsby, that 
has been winning so well this season could do no better 
than fourth here, showing very bad on his feet. Last 
year’s Grand Champion, Sir Aaggie Colantha Korndyke, is 
not out in form and placed seventh. The real class of 
the bull show came forward in the three-year-old section. 
Sir Fobes Ormsby Hengerveld, last year’s All-American 
two-year-old found nothing in the way of the Grand Cham- 
pionship, after he had disposed of Forum Patriarch end 
the other contenders in his own class. This bull has 
about everything he ought to have and very little that he 
ought not to have. He is a big fellow, weighing, we under- 
stand, over 2,400 pounds, with great strength in every 
line, yet without a suggestion of coarseness or any lack 
of dairy temperament. Breed character sticks out all 
over him. Forum Patriarch, the K. P. O. P. son heading 
the Forum string, would win this class in anything but 
extraordinary competition, in fact he had not been de- 
feated in class before this year. ‘i‘his bull has not quite 
the stretch of the winner, and was not quite so smooth at 
the tail head, but he is a real one, and is getting some 
very beautiful youngsters. Paul Stewart was a creditable 
third with a son of Tritomia Pietertje Ormsby, and Sir 
Adna Perfection, winner at the Sesqui, went back down to 
fourth place. McDonald had an easy winner in the two- 
year-old class, in Plaut Harcourt Creator, last year’s Re- 
serve All-American yearling. He is handicapped by poor 
legs, but is a great bodied and topped fellow, showing 
rather better, the boys all say, than he did earlier in the 
season when he carried more flesh. He had to be good 
to beat 'Tower Hill King, the Carl Rudolph entry that has 
topped the two-year-olds under a number of different 
judges this year. Billiwhack won the senior yearling class 
with their white bull, Berylwood Prince De Kol Retha. 
He was a much thicker, heavier-built type than the. Wis- 
consin Junior Champion, a son of Johanna Rag Apple 
Pabst, shown by Joe Piek in third place here, or the 
Triune son of Hargrove & Arnold’s that went up to the 
top in the junior yearling section. The bull calf class 
brought out an interesting battle between the Murphy 
calf, Femco Pride, a son of Pride of Sir Piets that was 
junior champion at Minnesota, and Sir Inka Ormsby Piet- 
ertje Fobes, a son of Sir Inka May, owned by Adam Pan- 
cake of Illinois. This youngster has likewise been a con- 
sistent winner and they both rank as two of the best 
calves of the year. The last mentioned bull appears a 
bit drawn in around the heart and was criticized by Judge 
Kildee for the set of his front legs. It was a case of split- 
ling hairs and after winning this class, the Pride calf 
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had little difficulty in going through to junior champion- 
ship. 
The Female Classes 


The class of 28 aged cows was characterized by Judge 
Kildee as the best he had ever seen. Certainly there 
have been few as good. Speculation was rife in advance 
as to whether Model Segis Prilly Gelsche, the old Billi- 
whack Matron, Colantha Hark Delaphene, the Rasmussen 
sensation, who is still older, or De Kol Clothilde Monona, 
the Minnesota Grand Champion, now with the Murphy 
herd. Wisconsin, however, edged into second money with 
a “dark horse” that for a time threatened to head this 
great class. This was Colantha Copia 2d, another eleven- 
year-old cow, owned by J. B. Cain. She is a cow of re- 
markable substance, in fact of much the same type as the 
other three great cows mentioned. Model Segis Prilly 
Gelsche, winner at the Sesqui, and previous winner under 
Kildee at Indiana, finally finished in front on her superioi 
head, greater depth and better veining. De Kol Clothilde 
Monona, the Minnesota cow, is mighty flashy and shows 
wonderful quality along with her substance, but was 
criticized a bit for her rear udder attachment. The two 
great Rasmussen cows placed fourth and fifth, a signal 
honor in such a ring. The four-year-old class was some- 
thing of a let-down in numbers and in quality, after the 
two tops, but those two furnisned the Judge trouble 
enough to last one day at least. The fight here was be- 
tween Jennie De Kol Segis Walker, Biiliwhack’s great 

‘ four-year-old that had gone thus far on her third season 
without a defeat in class, and Holiyhock Piebe Fobes, the 
great daughter of Sir Bess Ormsby Fobes from Hollyhock 
Farms, the former All-American three-year-old last year, 
and was going even better this year, while the latter was 
Bob Haeger’s choice for Grand Champion at Wisconsin 
State Fair in the largest Holstein show ever held. The 
Holly-hock heifer finally found the favor of Judge Kildee on 
the strength of her wider and higher placement of pin 
bones and a rear udder attachment that suited him better. 
The Billiwhack heifer showed perhaps a bit more sub- 
stance and any decision between these two great four- 
year-olds is a matter of splitting hairs. The three-year- 
old class was easy for the great Billiwhack heifer, Miss 
Tritomia Fobes Walker, that has been such a consistent 
winner throughout the season. In any but the most serious 
competition, however, Rasmussen’s Oakwood Piebe Allie, 
last year’s National winner, would stand at the top. She 
still carries the sweetness and quality that have won for 
her during the past two seasons. Billiwhack scored again 
in the two-year-old class with Miss Papoose Piebe, the 
K. P. O. P. daughter that won for them at the Sesqui 
and elsewhere on their strong circuit. Rasmussen again 
had the runner-up in Forum Floa Madison, the heifer that 
did so well last year as a yearling for H. O. Larsen. 


The senior yearling class presented a real problem to 
decide between the Hargrove & Arnold heifer, Triune 
Lady Burke, and the Forum heifer, Forum Diana Master- 
piece, previously undefeated in class. The last mentioned 
heifer was showing at a disadvantage here from the fact 
that she was open, while the Triune daughter was about 
seven months along with calf. The greater depth of body 
resulting was the factor that decided the battle for Tri- 
une Lady Burke, although Forum Diana Masterpiece car- 
ries the better rump and stronger top all through. The 
junior yearling class of 31 was another pleasing class, 
Forum placing first and second with two daughters of 
Forum Patriarch as alike as two peas. As usual, the 
heifer calf class was the largest of the show with 39 head 
out. The Hargrove & Arnold heifer, Triune Papoose 
Piebe, continued her string of victories, and went through 
to Junior Championship as she did also at the Sesqui, 
Ohio and Michigan. Forum had a real contender in 
Forum Josie Ormsby, another daughter of Forum Patri- 
arch that likewise has made an impressive record this 
fall, with Junior Championships at Minnesota, Iowa, etc. 
to her credit. She is of much the same type as the 
winner, but is handicapped a bit by her age, she being 
a February calf. Hollyhock Farms had a very sweet 
daughter of Creation in third place. A number of calf 
club heifers won places in this class. As at several other 
places this year, all three contenders for the Junior 
Championship were granddaughters of King Pietertje 
Ormsby Piebe.

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Marketing 


N THE important subject of marketing surplus ani- 

mals Holstein breeders might well take a lesson from 

the apple growers of the Pacific Northwest. Here 
in New York State, we think we produce the finest flav- 
ored eating apples in the world. But ven so, Oregon 
and Washington apples every year with the handicap of 
shipment across the continent come right into the New 
York market and outsell our local apples. 

When you see them side by side you can understand 
how this is possible. The Western apples are carefully 
graded so that every apple in a package is of the same 
size. They are put up in attractive containers and are 
sold under brands that are advertised in the national 
magazines so that the purchasers know what they are get- 
ting and can buy with assurance that the bottom of the 
box will show the same quality as the top layer. 

The lesson here for Holstein breeders is to keep their 
culls off the fancy market, to fit their good ones properly 
for sale and to build good will and a demand for them by 
proper advertising. ; 

These thoughts are pertinent at this time with the 
fall sale season so close at hand. It is so easy for owners 
who have accumulated animals that they have no use for 
themselves to use the public sales as a dumping ground 
to pass this kind on to someone else. This policy has 
retarded the progress of the breed immeasurably and has 
operated to bring the public auction sale into disrepute 
with many owners. The Western apple growers do not 
attempt to work off their culls through public channels. 
The general market never sees them. There is a lesson 
here for our breeders as well as in the ida of putting out 
the good fruit that goes on the market just as attractively 
as it can possibly be done. Breeders who follow this 
principle in marketing their surplus Holsteins are not 
the ones we will hear complaining about poor demand and 
low prices. Desirable Holsteins placed on the market 
in proper conditions are in demand today, at prices which 
make it profitable to breed, grow and sell that kind.

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In commenting on these averages, Supt. Gardner 
writes: 

“The number of Holstein-Friesian cows with long-time 
tests increases from year to year, and we now have above 
25,000 of such cows. The average per cent fat shows scarcely 
any change from year to year, which shows that we have ag 
large a number of cows producing milk under 3.4% fat as 
we have above that per cent. It should be borne in mind that 
this list includes all cows, both in the ten-months and the 
yearly divisions, as well as those cows credited with merit 
tests not meeting the revised requirements. In considering 
this table the length of the tests should always be taken 
into consideration; and it will be seen that the average 
length is a little short of eleven months. Average productions 
seem to be showing a slight increase from year to year,” 

Figures for the year ending April 1, 1925, showeg 
22,982 records completed for an average period of 33 
days with an average milk production of 15,686.8 Ibs., ang 
a fat production of 531.04 Ibs. with an average test of 
3.39 per cent. In comparing these figures, it will be note 
that slight increases were recorded in the production of 
both milk and fat during the past year, the per cent of 
fat remaining constant as well as the average length of 


record.

The only other show we know of 
giving this class of service is the Pacific International, 
which for some years has issued an award book giving 
the awards complete for all classes in the show in the 
form of the regular catalog. This is usually available 
about Friday or Saturday of show week. It is a little more 
convenient to have these awards all in one book but the 
daily service at Minnesota likewise has its advantages. 


Our Stand on Abortion Remedies Approved 


HE recent announcement that the World would accept 

I no more advertising of the _ so-called abortion 
remedies seems to have met with approval not only 
from leading educators and scientists in the veterinary 
field but also from Holstein owners. While we lay no 
claim to having a pioneer position in this matter, we are 
gratified at these expressions which we quote as follows: 


From Prof. H. J. Metzger, Extension Veterinarian at 
Cornell University, New York: “It is extremely gratifying 
to me to take note of the stand which you have taken 
regarding the so-called abortion remedies. I believe the 
best and simplest means of curbing the sale of these 
remedies is to make it harder for them to advertise. I 
am taking the liberty of quoting you in a letter to one 
of the farm papers in an effort to influence them to take 
this same stand. I hope that the time may come when 
every reputable farm paper may stand along with you in 
this matter.” 

From Prof. L. S. Corbett, University of Maine: “In the 
September 4 issue of the World we note the article en- 
titled “‘Abortion Remedies Excluded.” We wish to com- 
mend you and the World for the courageous stand you 
are taking against this sort -of advertising. For a long 
time we have been advising our people both by corre- 
spondence and on the lecture platform against the use of 
these so-called abortion remedies, but many of the repu- 
table breed papers have carried more or less advertising 
material claiming to control or cure the disease. We have 
found considerable difficulty many times in putting our 
message over. Your stand in this matter, the first that 
has come to our attention, will very materially help us 
in the furtherance of our work. We assure you that we 
will take every opportunity to bring your progressive 
stand in this matter to the attention of our live stock 
breeders.” 

From C. M. Libby, South Dayton, New York: “Permit 
me to congratulate you on the stand you have taken in 
regard to advertisements of abortion remedies. I have 
often wondered about it when reading in the veterinary 
columns of the farm press, that there was no specific cure 
for abortion, and turn the page to find an advertisement 
of a sure cure for abortion.

the quality, by reason of the presence of these good show 
herds from New York, Wisconsin, Minnesota, Ohio and 
Pennsylvania, ran clear down to the end of the line and 
some very fine animals were left out of the money in the 
larger classes.

Pontiac, who has been a strong contender in every cow 
class shown this fall, was given the blue over Ruby Fayne 
Posch, the Carnation exhibit. If the Carnation cow could 
be equipped with a better udder she would be hard to beat 
in any show, but every judge has to cut her because, while 
showing dry, she certainly does appear to lack the pros- 
pect of the right sort of mammary equipment. In third 
place the Yates entry, Faforit Pietje Posch Mercedes that 
stood third at Syracuse, was comparable in type to the 
first two and the former All-American two-year-old, Hazel- 
wood Bessie Pauline Heilo exhibited by Brentwood Farm 
was given a good fourth. Judge Stevens didn’t place the 
famous K. M. D. K. S. Colantha owned by Yates and 
winner of the only butter fat test since the St. Louis Ex- 
hibition in the money despite the fact that she was 
favored by Judge Moscrip at the Sesqui above both the 
second and fourth prize animals in the show. It was 
natural that he should choose Faforit Pontiac Echo whom 
he had made grand champion at Syracuse as the best of 
the four-year-olds, making Carnation Matador Mercedes 
Selah, a strong contender in every four-year-old class this 
year, second. The Yates cow has a splendid udder. She 
is a producer and she shows in her working clothes.

Although this 
competition was put on for all dairy breeds but two, the 
Guernsey and Holstein, were able to meet it at all and 
each of them furnished but one entry. It will be interest- 
ing to watch the developments of this first gesture toward 
a combined type and production exhibit.

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Wisconsin’s Great Calf Club Show

Wisconsin always has a great calf 
club show at the State Fair. The 
1926 show was no exception. There 
were 120 Holstein boys and girls all 
set for showing their best calves on 
Monday morning, August 30th. Reed 
Murray, Secretary of the Wisconsin 
Live Stock Breeders’ Association, was 
the judge selected to decide which 
calves were better.” Everybody said 
that Mr. Murray gave splendid satis- 
faction and the boys and girls knew 
when he had finished a class that 
their heifers had had a good going- 
over and had not been missed. 

The Wisconsin State Fair officials 
realize that calf club work is one of 
their greatest achievements and they 
know that Mr. T. L. Bewick, State 
Club Leader, and his assistants are 
going to put up a show which will 
be of just as great interest to the 
thousands of State Fair visitors as 
any of the adult open classes. 

It was a wonderful sight, about 
eight o’clock Monday morning, to see 
hundreds of Wisconsin’s future dairy- 
men putting their hearts, brains and 
hands into the preparation of their 
heifers for the big show ring. At 
ten o’clock the band started to play 
and in marched eight boys and girls 
with yearling heifers, they being ad- 
vanced club members—members who 
had carried their work over a period 
of two or three years. George Burk- 
hart of Plymouth, Sheboygan County, 
marched out with the first prize rib- 
bon safely tied on the halter of his 
foundation heifer. Miss Elda Gruhle 
of West Bend, Washington County, 
ran George a close second while Ed- 
ward Pernot of Oregon, Dane County, 
placed third. Miss Louise. Zimmer- 
man from Milwaukee County, who 
was prominent in the Wisconsin 
calf club show fring last year 
was awarded fourth place. This class 
is becoming better every year and 
indicates the progress made by the 
senior club members. 

The next class which was brought 
into the ring numbered 38. This was 
the Junior Holstein Heifer Class and 
it certainly was a great sight for 
those who love to look at good ani- 
mals and good club members. The 
quality had improved a great deal 
since 1925 which shows that our club 
members are selecting better ones. 
Curtis Austin from Verona, which is 
in Dane County, captured the much- 
prized first ribbon. Miss Josephine 
Zoberlin from Plymouth, Sheboygan 
County, proudly lead the second prize 
heifer back to her stall. Melvin Neu- 
man from Adell, Sheboygan County, 
placed third and Bernice Gruhle of 





West Bend, Washington County, is 
mighty proud of her fourth prize rib- 
bon. Thus, we have so far Sheboy- 
gan, Washington and Dane Counties 
running a close race for the first 
prize honors. 

Next came the Senior Holstein 
Calf Class, one of the biggest and 
best which was ever judged or ever 
to be judged at Milwaukee. Forty- 
nine in the class—a real job you will 
admit for the genial judge, Mr. Mur- 
ray. But our judge was equal to this 
class and everyone agreed that he 
had picked the four best ones when 
he selected them as follows: First, 
Miss Erna Stolper of Random Lake, 
Sheboygan County. Erna has been a 
conscientious and hard-working club 
member for several years. It is of 
interest to note that Erna, her three 
sisters and her brother all appeared 
in the show ring with Holstein calves, 
thus forming a standard Holstein calf 
club according to the rules prescribed 
for a standard club. Where can this 
record be equaled?

ported without cost to the 

breeder while aboard the train, and 
at the completion of the project re- 
mittance will be made by Mr. Raud- 
abaugh for each bull sold, less the 
cost of feed, hay and caretaker ex- 
pense.

THIRD ANNUAL’ REPORT oF 
PEARCE COUNTY (WIS.) COW 
TEST ASSOCIATIONS 


The third annual report of the five 
cow testing associations of Pierce 
County, Wisconsin, is issued in at- 
tractive book form and is interesting- 
ly compiled. The report gives the 
leaders for the combined associations 
and the separate reports for each as- 
sociation as well, each being edited 
by the tester. The honors for individ- 
ual and herd production were divided 
among the Holsteins and Guernseys 
principally. The high cow was a nine- 
year-old grade Guernsey, owned by 
Russel Rudesill, of the Spring Valley 
Association, and her figures for the 
year are 581.1 lbs. fat, 10,194 Ibs. 
milk. Second and third places were 
held by grade Holsteins with 11,731 
Ibs. milk, 562.4 Ibs. fat owned by 
George Andrews, and 13,099 Ibs. milk, 
490.8 lbs. fat, owned by Alvin Hol- 
comb. Holsteins carried off first and 
second honors for high herd produc- 
tion. George Andrews’ herd of ten 
grade Holsteins maintained an aver- 
age of 428.1 Ibs. fat, 8,932 lbs milk. 
The Alvin Holcomb herd of eight 
grade Holsteins was second with an 
average of 397.5 Ibs. fat, 11,193 Ibs. 
milk. The average for the five asso- 
ciations was 293.4 Ibs. fat, 7,199.2 Ibs. 
milk showing an average test of 4.07 
per cent fat. An average of 25 herds 
containing 433.8 cows finished the 
year.

TO DISCOURAGE IMMATURE BREEDING 


Breeders are reminded of the resolution adopted at the 
Annual Convention in June 1925 at Grand Rapids, Michi- 
gan, which was: 

“Resolved: That this Association disapproves of the 
breeding of immature females, and recommends to the 
Board of Directors that the progeny of females bred 
at less than a year old be rejected.” 

Under this resolution the Secretary’s office is obliged 
to reject applications for registration where the dam at 
time of service was under twelve months of age. 

Apropos of this subject, it should be noted that the 
By-Law, Article IV, Section 12, sub-division (b) provides: 

“No animals shall be eligible for record born from 
a service taking place less than nine days from the 
date of last calving.” 

For the good of the breed, all owners of Holsteins 
should conform to this rule.

PUEBLO COUNTY (COLO ) CLOSES 
FOURTH YEAR OF WORK 

Pueblo County, Colorado, Cow Test- 
ing Association, closed its fourth 
year of work on July 1, 1926. A very 
interesting report is submitted by J.

W. L. Stone, Pueblo County Farm, 
Horace Divelbiss, Ted Donley, Jessie 
Foster, Colorado School for the Deaf 
and Blind, the State Hospital, Floyd 
Donley, Stratton Home Farm, H. F. 
Lombard, J. W. Loving, A. G. Stubble- 
field, George Divelbiss and J. L. Ger- 
sick. The association finshed its year 
with an average of 448.4 cows com- 
pleting the year, these averaging 
9,372 lbs. milk, 336.8 lbs. fat, testing 
3.6 per cent. The average value of 
the product produced by the 448.3 
cows was $259.19, the average return 
above cost of feed $135.84 and the 
average return for each dollar ex- 
pended $2.13. The herd of the Colo-

HOSE, who have visited the dairy 
cattle department of the Mon- 
tana State Fair regularly for the 

last few years, have noted a gradual 
increase year by year in the quality 
of the Holsteins exhibited.
